The house committee on military affairs 
today completed the army appropriation 
bill for the coming fiscal year. It carries 
an appropriation of $23,275,902, being $817,000 
below the estimates on which it is based, 
and $23,2% over the amount allowed for the 
current fiscal year. The Indian appropria- 
tion bill has been completed by a subcom- 
mittee of the house committee on Indian 
affairs. 

As at present arranged the bill carries a 
total, in round numbers, of $8,478,000, a de- 
crease from the total of the appropriation 
for the current fiscal year of about $400,000. 


DEFICIT FOR THE MONTH. 


The Amount of It Is Over Three Mil- 
lion Dollars. 

Washington, January 31.—In round fig- 
ures the treasury statement, to be issued 
tomorrow, will show the receipts for Janu- 
ary to have been $29,000,000, expenditures 
$32,500,000, making the deficit for the month 
$3,500,000 and for the fiscal year to date $19,- 
000,000. Pacific railroad bonds to the amount 
of $3,800,000, which fell due January . 1st 
last, have been paid as fast as presented, 
but $1,500,000 still remain unpaid. These 
are not accounted “ordinary” expenditures 
ana do not figure in expenditures but will 
firure in the cash statement in the month- 
ly debt statement.

The Spanish General at San Antonio. 
What He Says. 

Havana, January 31.—(From a Staff Cor- 
respondent of the United Press.)—General 
Sabas Marin, acting captain general and 
commander-in-chief of the Spanish forces 
in Cuba, who left Havana yesterday on 
board a special train, passed last night at 
San Antonio, ten miles west of Rincon, in 
the province of Havana. General Marin’s 
reception was of the heartiest character, 


both the military and civil officials par-. 


ticipating. The colonel commanding the 
volunteers at Rincon said to General 
Marin: “There are rebels in the town as 
well as in the country,’ whereupon Gen- 
eral ‘Marin replied: “‘If you have rebels 
against the country here take them and 
we will punish them immediately.”’ 
Repairs are being made today upon the 
railway between San Antonio and Guana- 
jay, in the province of Pinar del Rio, and 
also upon the line between Havana and 


Batabano. The railroad line between Ha- 


vana and Matanzas is only capable of be- 
ing operated as far as Aguacate, in the 
province of Havana. 

The Diario de la Marina, in an article 
on the suggestion of the United States’ 
interference in behalf of the insurgents, 
says: | 

“The hopes of the separatists will be 
once more defeated, because telegrams re- 
ceived from Madrid say that the confer- 
ence held between the United States min- 
ister to Spain and the Spanish cabinet has 
been most satisfactory. It is to be honed 
so because the insurgents cannot pretend 
to have the rights that are reserved to 
the cause of justice, or at least to the 


| cause.of dignity and honor. The rebels are 


only a lot of criminals who burn, stral,; 
rob and murder... What do the negroes 
composing the band under Maceo and the 
rascals commanded by robbers like Mira- 
bel and Delgado understand apout patriot- 
ism and political ideas? If «the United 
States were to recognize such people as 
belligerents crime would be legitimatized 
and the right to burn, violate and steal 
recognized. It is absurd to think that the 
United States would encourage such 
atrocities, but should such a thing happen 
the United States would have more to 
lose than Spain would, because the latter 
has decided to resort to everything before 
allowing barbarism to reign in Cuba.” 


POWER OF CUBAN PATRIOTS. 


Sugar Planters Have Appealed to the 
Philadelphia Junta. 

Philadelphia, Pa., January 31.—The Even- 
ing Telegraph today states that a signifi- 
cant manifestation of the power wielded 
by the patriot government was made in 
this city today when Senor Mora, a sugar 
planter of the province of Las Villas, came 
to Philadelphia from New York and made 
an appeal to the local junta for permission 
to grind sugar in that province. Senor 
Mora came as the accredited representative 
of the sugar planters of the entire district 
and he brought documents which proved 
his right to speak for them to the Cuban 
managers in the United States. His @isit 
to Philadelphia was preliminary to one he 
intended to make to Washington. It was 
Senor Mora’s flesign to secure an indorse- 
ment of his request for permission to grind 
sugar from leaders in Philadeiphia and 
then, under their auspices, to go to Wash- 
ington and appeal to Senor Estranda Pal- 
ma, the Cuban plenipotentiary, for in- 
structions to General Carillo, who is in 
command in Las Villas, that the planters 
of the province be permitted to carry on 
their work. : 

The conference was held with Colonel 
Emilio Nunez, who represents all the Cu- 
bans of Philadelphia, and Senor Mora’s 
request was refused. Colonel Nunez has 
had frequent consultations with the other 
leaders here on this subject during the past 
two months and planters from all parts of 
Cuba have come to Philadefphia with re- 
quests similar to that made today. The 
local junta has uniformly declined to in- 
terfere with the measures of war adopted 

the generals on the field.

SENATORS TALK 


Strong Speeches Were Made in Fayor 
of Bimetallism. 


VOTE WILL BE HAD TODAY 


Senator Hill Agreed To Filibuster No 
Longer. 


THE SENATE SUBSTITUTE STANDS TO PASS 


An Amendment Will Be Offered by 
Palmer, of Illinois—Two Sessions 
Held Yesterday. 


Washington, January 31.—The senate was 
called to order by the vice president at 
noon, at which time there were not over 
a dozen senators present. As today’s ses- 


sion, through the parlimentary device of 
taking a recess instead of an adjournment 
yesterday, w2s but a continuation of yes- 
terday’s, the usual formalities of prayer, 
reading the journal, presenting memorials, 
introducing bills, and all the cther morning 
business, were dispensed with, and the sen- 
ate continued the consideration of the 
house bond bill with the finance commit- 
tce’s free coinage substitute. 

The end of the long debate on the Dill 
was sighted when a unanimous agreement 
Was made that after an evening session to 
be devoted to clearing off belated speeches, 
a@ recess should be taken till ll a. m. tomor- 
row and that Then after Mr. Morrill, re- 
publean, of Vermont, shall have been 
heard, the discussion shall go on under 
the five-minutes rule until 2 p. m., when 
the final vote is to be taken. There was 
very little difficulty in reaching the agree- 
ment, the proposition coming from Mr. 
Harris. Mr. Hill stipulated that the agree- 
ment should not preclude the offering of 
amendments or substitutes or a motion to 
postpone indefinitely, and Mr. Harris ac-+ 
cepted the stipulation. 

Three speeches were made on the sub- 
ject today. Mr. Vilas spoke for two hours 
and three-quarters in opposition both to 
the bill and substitute. He yielded to an 
interruption from Mr. Mitchell, who char- 
acterized the demand that the last issue 
of bonds must be paid in gold after ‘the 
syndicate obtained them at a lower price, 
because they were specifically made paya- 
ble ‘‘in coin” as a ‘“‘bunco game.” Mr. 
Vuas, however, dechined to let Mr. Mitchell 
divert him from his argument by questions, 
He closed with a eulogium on the demo- 
cratic party ‘“‘yielding neither to the reac 
tionary forces of old absolutism nor -the 
lurid fires of anarchy.”’ 

Mr. Bate Wants Bimetallism. 

Mr. Bate next addressed the senate, de- 
claring that he was unable to sanction 
either of the fiscal measures sent to the 
senate by the house. They made a com- 
bination, he said, directly in conflict with 
the opinion and wishes of the people as he 
understood the drift of public opinion. The 
one increased taxes not necessary to the 
support of the government, and the other 
imposed a heavy burden, both present and 
future, neither just nor necessary, The 
finance: committee, however, had by its 
silver .substitute, attempted to bring the 
country back to the constitutional cur- 
rency of both gold and silver, to restore 
the only legal tender medium mentioned 
in the constitution. The legal tender fac- 
ulty had been given to the greenbacks by 
adding one justice to the supreme court; 
but the constitution had bestowed it on 
gold and silver. In providing for the free 
coinage of silver there would be no inno- 
vation upon the principles of sound money. 


Thorough in His Facts. 

It was an earnest and honest effort to 
restore to the currency of the country that 
money which had been since the days of 
Abraham current in all trades and with 
all people. It was a vain, vain waste of 
time to tell the people that silver was not 
sound money. Such assertion was contra- 
dicted by the lesson of history, 

It might be patriotism; it might be pride; 
but it was also the positive conviction of 
the people that the position of the United 
States among the nations of the world was 
potential enough to stamp its declared pol- 
icy upon internatonal exchanges and that 
when this country fixed the ratio and en- 
tered upon the-free coinage of silver the 
same ratio would force itself into recog- 
nition in other nations. The people be- 
lieved also that the greater abundance of 
money which the coinage of the now idle 
silver in the treasury would throw upon 
the country would result in an immediate 
rise 1n values, of all kinds, that prosperity 
would quickly take the place of depression, 
and the country would again enter upon 
that wonderful career of enterprise and 


wealth which had been so rudely shocked 


anu destroyed by the legislation of 1873. 

The country demanded an American pol- 
icy for American affairs—political, financial 
and commercial. 

| §peech by Mr. Pasco, 

Mr. Pasco addresses the senate in favor 
of the free coinage substitute. He asserted 
that the great body of the American people 
was bimetallist, while the class of avowed 
gold monometallists was small in number 
but influential. 

By bimetallism he meant a system 
which emptoyed coins of the two metas as 
standard money at a fixed ratio—the two 
constituting a medium to which all obli- 
gations, promises and WMabilities may be 
reduced, each being a measure of values as 
well as a medium of-circulation. <A fair 
analysis of the democratic and republican 
platforms of 1892 would demonstrate, he 
thought, that both parties had pledged 
themselves to such a use of gold and silver 
in national coinage; and the true meaning 
of the statutory declaration of the law of 
1893, repealing the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act, was in harmony -with the 
same view. He believed that the true rem- 
edy for the present financial troubles was 
a returneto bimetallism. The coinage would 
then rest upon a foundation of gold and 
sliver dollars of exchangeable value. With 
that broad basis of support treasury notes 
would cease to be a cause of embarrass- 
ment. He should vote for the substitute 
in the hope that the former ratio of 16 to 1 
could be returned to with safety. The ul- 
timate settlement of the question had to be 
upon the foundation of right and justice, 
History and experience had demonstrated 
the wisdom of the fathers in estabMshing 
bimetallism; and there was abundant rea- 
son to believe that business activity and 
commercial prosperity would follow its 
restoration. _ 

Mr. Pasco had not finished his speech 
when the hour of 4 o’clock arrived and 
then, under the agreement, the senate took 
a recess till 7:30 p. m. 

Evening Session of the Senate. 

When the senate resumed its session at 
7:30 o'clock, the attendance was quite 
small, but gradually the attendance swell- 
ed until half an hour afterwards there wer¢ 
twenty-two senators present. The galleries 
were pretty well filled. Mr. Rasco resum- 
ed his speech where he had left off at the 
close of the afternoon session and con- 


tinued it to the end, which was- reached |

the policy thus declared. 
Caffrey Wants Only Gold. 

Mr. Caffrey, democrat, of Louisiana, ad- 
dressed the senate in opposition to the free 
coinage substitute. He admitted that there 
was a remote danger of the silver move- 
ment succeeding, but he thought that it 
was fraught with more evils than the 


: imagaination could portray. He hoped'’that 


the discussion going on in congress, on the 
hustings, in the press, im the lecture room, 
and in periodicals would dispel the illusion 
which had captured the judgment of a 
large portion of the people. He would 
adhere tto the present standard—the stand- 
ard of the civilized world—with silver as 
subsidiary coin, and with its present legal 
tender quality. 


) Caffery Proved Exceedingly Ignorant. 


Mr. Caffrey was interr@égated by Senator 
Daniei and Senator Harris as to a point 
made by him that at the fime of the 
demonitization of silver in 1873 the silver 
dollar was more valuable than the gold. 
He denied their assertion that silver hdd 
been aestroyed by that act, and said that, 
on the contrary, more’ silver had been 
coined in the United States since then than 
had been coined in all the preceding period 
from 1792. He declared that no country in 
Europe nad ever demonetized gold; but in 
that assertion he was contradicted by Mr. 
Mitchel, republican, of Oregon, who said 
that Germany had demonetized gold, and 
by Mr, Teller, republican, of Colorado, 
who said that Holland had also done so. 


White Spoke for Free Coinage. 


Mr.. White, democrat, of California, sup- 
ported the free coinage substitute. The 
president of the United States, he said, 
proposed tv retire the greenbacks and to 
trust the fmencial affairs of the govera- 
ment to the national banks. But when- 


ever the financial affairs of the country 
were placed in the Keeping of national 
banks, or of any private banking system, 
free gcvernment would cease, and deliler- 
ate malfeasance would rule imperiously and 
indisputably. He asserted that the utter 
futility of maintaining a gold basis in this 
country would give rise to disaster, and 
would bring about the further concentra- 
tion of gold and all the direful. conse- 
quences of a cungested and inadequate 
currency. He could not understand how 
any follower of Jefferson or Jackson could 
stand the new departure on which the 
administration insisted. Iie thought a 
majority of senatcrs was opposed to is- 
suing bonds at all. The general sentiment 
of the country was that gold obtained as 
the result of taxation or by th2 issuance 
of bonds was not needed. But‘if there 
was to be a gold standard, and if silver 
was to be further debased, then Mr. Clev:2- 
land was right. ‘ 

He should have authority to issue gold 
bonds, and should retire all greenhacks and 
Sherman notes, and the crisis would then be 
reached. He declared that it was not the 
aim of silver advocates to ferce silver on 
the government creditors, Lut they be- 
lieved that the debtor had aiso some 
rights. And the time must come, he de- 
clared, when the government will take 
control of the matter and will refuse to 
subject itself to the public and »vrivate 
demands of those whose impudent dicta- 
dion it now tolerates,

ROUTINE OF THE HOUSE. 
The Lighting Bill Was Not Passed. 
Night Session for Pension Business. 
Washington, January 31.—The house in 
committee of the whole entered upon 
the consideration of the bill making ap- 
propriations for the District of Columbia 
for the year ending June 30, 1897. Much 
of the time was spent in discussing the 
provision reported by the committee for 
opening to competition the gas and electric 
lighting of the city of Washington, each 
of which is now, it was asserted, practi- 
cally a monopoly. Objection was made to 
the provision on the ground that it changed 
existing law, and, therefore, had no place 


on the appropriation bill; such provision 
Should be made in a separate bill. The 
chairman of the committee of the whole, 
Mr. Payne, republican, of New York, rvled 
that the provision was a change of exist- 
ing law, and it was stricken out. 

Before finally disposing of the lighting 
scuedules of the bill the committee rose 
and the house took a recess until 8 o’clock 
for the ,consideration of private peusion 
bills. 
hoc following were passed earlier in the 
ay:

At the night session of the house two 
private pension bills were ordered laid 
aside with a favorable recommendation, 
The session lasted two hours and a half, 
the major part of the time being con- 
sumed in filibustering by the opposition. 
The house at 10:30 o’clock adjourned until 
tomorrow.

ST. PAUL IMMOVABLE. 


The American Steamship_Cannot Be 
Floated for Some Time. 
New York, January 31.—Four tugs of 


‘the Merritt Wrecking Company were at 


work this morning in another vain endeav- 
or to pull the big American steamship 
St. Paul out of the sand off Long Branch. 
Despite the efforts of the tugboats the 
St. Paul refused to budge and there is 
little likelihood of getting her off the beach 
into deep water until the wind blows from 
the east. 
Since the St. Paul has been stranded 
high tides have come and gone and with 
each unsuccessful effort to float the ship, 
the wreckers have hoped that the next 
tide would see her in deep water. But 
the weather conditions have been against 
them. It was the same this morning. A 
spring tide was expected, but the water 
did not rise any higher than it did yes- 
terday. This is the last day that the 
wreckers can hope for a spring tide. Prep- 
arations to haul on the St. Paul were be- 
gun at the usual hour this morning—5 
o’clock. Heretofore only three tugs have 
been used in hauling on the St. Paul and 
some of the time only two The 
wreckers might have used innumerable 
tugboats in the work, but they have been 
afraid of straining the ship. For this rea- 
son the work has been done carefully. 
It was deemed advisable by Captain Mer- 
ritt today, however, to press another tug 
into the service. The four boats were 
placed at the stern of the ship, two in 
tandem fashion, and when the signal was 
given at 8 o’clock, an hour before the time 
for high tide, they began hauling. The 
two big hawsers leading from the stern 
of the ship to the tugboats, a half mile 
away, soon pulled taut and then began to 
stretch, showing that little progress was 
being made in moving the ship. From the 
shore she did not appear to have moved 
much in the hour. It was evidently the 
same story—the St. Paul sticks fast. Pull- 
ing away at her stern had the effect only 
of moving that end a little off shore. The 
wreckers have now abandoned all idea of 
getting her propellers into deep water. 
They tried that plan with one tug and 
the big kedge anchors buried in the sand 
off shore. The plan was originally adopted 
because by sounding toward the sea off 
the port side of the ship, as she points 
to the south, it was found that she could 
be floated 100 feet at right angles from 
the spot where she is now cradled in the 
sand. The attempt to haul the ship’s 
stern out to sea threatened to strain the 
hull, and was responsible for her 
heavy list to port. The tugs today were 
hauling the ship on line with her keel 
in the sand, that is to say, without try- 
ing to twist her stern seaward. 
ore abandoning the -first plan, the 
wreckers took soundings in the direction 
which they contemplated hauling the ship. 
They found that it will be necessary to 
the St. Paul her entire iength, or 
neariy 600 feet, to get the ship irto deep 
water. This gives the work of getting the 
ship off the beach a more difficult aspect.

SALISBURY’S REPLY TO MORLEY 


In Regard to the Premiers’ Action on 
the Monroe Doctrine. 

London, January 3l.—Prime Minister 
Salisbury delivered a speech here tonight, in 
the course of which he rebutted statements 
made Thursday night by Mr. John Morley, 
to the electors at Arbroth, concerning the 
Monroe doctrine. Mr. Morley said that 
Lord Salisbury had blundered in seeming to 
question the Monroe doctrine and that if 
there was a question that should be arbi- 
trated it was the Venezuelan boundary 
question. 

Lord Salisbury said tontght that although 
the doctrine formed no part of international 
law, his dispatch to Secretary of State Ol- 
hey supported it as a rule of policy as 
strongly and distinctly as possible but in 
the form in which President Monroe himself 
umlerstood it. 

The prime minister expressed sympathy 
with the Armenians but denied that Great 
Britain was under an obligation to declare 
war against the sultan of Turkey in order 
to compel him to govern justly, and cited 
the treaties in proof of his contention: He 
ascribed the atrocities to the passions of 
race and creeds. He believed that the 
sultan’s government was wretched and im- 
potent but there was no ground for imag- 
ining that the sultan had instigated the 
massacres. It might be asked why Eu- 
rope did not interfere. He could only an- 
swer for England. She had lacked the 
power to do the only thing necessary to end 
the trouble, namely, to militarily occupy 
Turkish provinces. None of the powers 
wished so to occupy them. 

Lord Salisbury said he concurred in the 
policy that the only authority, albeit was 
an evil one, in that country, was the pres- 
tige of the sultzn’s name. Patience must 
be exercised and his nrajesty must be given 
time to enforce the reforms he had prom- 
ised He remarked upon the gradual re- 
turn of order in Antolia during the last 
few weeks, altnough he admitted that 
these signs should not be trusted too much. 
He concluded by declaring that if Great 
Britain did not co-operate with the other 
powers she must act against them, which 
woul lead to calamities far more awful 
than the Armenian massacres.

DEPUTY DUGGAN IS DEAD. 


He Was Attacked and Badly Cut by 
Schneider. 


New Orleans, La., January 31.—Jerry 
Duggan, the deputy sheriff who was mur- 
derously assaulted by a prisoner on Jan- 
uary 22d, died today. 

Arthur Schneider, the prisoner who at- 
tacked Duggan, murdered Herman Schroe- 
der in the latter part of November, 1¢34, in 
a restaurant where both were employed as 
waiters. Schroeder was Schneiders rivai 
fcr the affections of a girl named Kathc- 
rine Burkhardt. She favored Schroeder and 
Schneider bought a pistol and cartridges 
for the express purpose of killing both of 
them. One night he surprised the patr 
while they were seated in the restaurant, 
shot and killed Shroeder and badly wound- 
ed the girl. Since then Schneider has been 
nonfined in the parish prison. 

On January 22d, he assaulted Deputy 
Duggan and stabbed him twice in the 
throat, severing the windpipe. It was 
thought Duggan would recover, but he had 
too many visitors who constantly spoke of 
the cutting and this excited the wounded 
man. Some imorudent persor informed 
Duggan his wife was seriously ill. This 
worked him up considerably and he took 
a change for the worse. He sank rapidly 
and died this forenoon.

He Secures Consent of the Government 


To Rent a Building. 


UNCLE SAM WILL START A JAM 


It Means Tremendous Leverage in Se 
curing the Location of the New 
Federal Prison. 


Judge William T. Newman has secured 
the consent of the government authorities 
at Washington to-rent a building in Atlan- 
ta to be used as a jail for the confinement 
of internal revenue prisoners. 

A special to The Constitution last night 
from Washington states that Judge New- 
man yesterday secured the consent of the 
department of justice to rent a building 
for jail purposes, discontinuing the con- 
finement of prisoners in the Fulton county 
jail. 

The action of the department of justice 
will be construed here as the first step 
toward the erection of the proposed south- 
ern federal prison. The necessity for a 
federal jail in Atlanta is recognized by the 
authorities in authorizing the rental of a 
building to be fitted up as a temporary 
jail. 

Judge Newman, Mr. Colquitt Carter and 
Mr. B. H. Hill are now in Washington, 
and the action of the government as 
Stated is one of the fruitful results of their 
visit. They left Atlanta last Tuesday, 
going to Washington for the purpose of 
urging the necessity for a federal prison 
in the seuth, and the concession granted 
yesterday came from the effective work 
being done by the officials and Mr. Hill. 

By the rental of a building for jai) pur- 
poses revenue prisoners will no longer be 
confined in the heretofore disease-breeding 
institution on Fraser street. The old 
ramshackle affair wilk be no longer used 
as a pen for the mountaineers, whose hab- 
its and freedom in the pure air sections 
of the state make it exceedingly dangerous 
and inhuman to chuck them into a dirty, 
foul house, where the very air is tainted 
with impurities. 

Prisoners in Other Jails. . 

True the federal branch of the county 
jail has only recently been greatly im- 
proved and renovated, but within a few 
weeks, perhaps, by the occupancy of in-

became so unhealthy recently that the au- 
thorities found it necessary to discontinue 
its use and for two weeks all prisoners 
were sent to other jails. 

By the fitting up of a building for the 
confinement of the revenue prisoners until 
a southern prison can be erected, which 
appears to be the iogical outcome of the 
situation, the authorities will remove the 
possibility of the experience of the last 
few months repeating itself. During that 
time many prisoners have been sick and at 
least two deaths resulted trom the filthy 
and unhealthy condition of the jail. If 
the revenue pris®ners are entirely separated 
from the old barn on Fraser street and 
housed in decent quarters a humane act 
will have been done and Judge Newman’s 
work in securing consent to rent a building 
for the purpose will be applauded here 
and throughout the state. . That it will 
lead to the erection of a magnificent new 
federal prison here there appears to be no 


doubt. 
Has Mede a Good Start. 


It is not known exactly what Judge New- 
man has in mind, but it appears from the 
advices received that he looks upon the 
necessity for a new jail as so urgent that 
a temporary building for the confinement 
of prisoners is of great advantage. He 
left Atlanta fér Washington with the de- 
termination to secure some concession from 
the government in the matter, and he has 
undoubtedly made a good start. 

Judge Newman will urge the Georgia 
and other southern congressmen to work 
for the appropriation of a sufficient sum 
to erect a federal prison in the south, and 
he has doubtless already put in some telli- 
ing licks. He is deeply interested in the 
matter and will make his views known to 
those in authority at Washington. He 
fully realizes the tnadequacy of,the At- 
lanta jail as it is and will probably take 
steps for the fitting up of the new jail just 
as soon as he returns home. The location 
is, of course, a matter for future consid- 
eration, but a suitable building can doubt- 
less be secured for the purpose. 

That Atlanta is the most advantageous 
place for the erection of the proposed south- 
ern federal prison there is no question. 
Should the effort to secure the appropria- 
tion be successful this city will doubtless 
secure the prison and it may be a part of 
the plan to rent a temporary building here 
for jail purposes, to be used until the fed- 
eral prison is completed, if it is built at all 
While in Washington Judge Newman will 
take the matter up with Congressman 
Livingston and other Georgia representa- 
tives and the senators, and it is certain 
that an enthusiastic interest in the matter 
will be aroused.

President Cleveland Will Not Interfere 
in the East. 


THE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION 


May Never Reach the Powers in 


Europe. 


SITUATION IS NOT DEEMED SO SERIOUS 


Recent Arrivals from Turkey Say 
That There Is Much Exaggera- 
tion in Reports Sent Out. 


Washington, January $1.—(Special.)—It is 
probable that the president will not send 
that Armenian resolution just adopted by 
both houses of congress to the Wuropean 
governments. 

The resolution tenders the aid of the 
United States in interfering with the in- 
ternal affairs of Turkey. 

It is contrary to the sentiments expressed 
in the president’s very strong Monroe doc- 
trine message. In that he repeats the 
statement of Monroe that the United States 
will interfere in nowise in affairs of Eu- 
ropean nations of the eastern hemisphere, 
but declares that no European nation shali 
extend its territory on this continent. 

The interference on the part of our gov- 
ernment in the Venezuelan dispute has to 
an extent aroused the European powers 
against us. 

The transmittal of the American resolu- 
tion to European powers would give them 
opportunity to snub us. Or it would af- 
ford pretext for a reply showing the in- 
consistency of the position of our govern- 
ment.

What Dr. Coleman Says. 

Dr. A. J. Coleman, of New York, a great 
traveler who has just returned from a long 
tour through Europe, gave out an inter- 
view here yesterday in which he says: 

“It is a curious thing that in Europe one 
hears little or nothing about the Armenian 
outrages. Six weeks ago I was in Berlin 
and dined with Mr. Runyon, our late am- 
bassador. In the German capital there was 
no discussion of the atrocities in Asia 
Minor, and but iittle mention of them in 
the press. In other parts’of the continent 
it was the same way. When I got back 
over here I was astonished to find the 
whole United States in a fervor of rage 
against the Turks, and I soon came to the 
conclusion that this sentiment is largely 
the outgrowth of press misrepresentations 
strengthened by church influences. 

“If my countrymen knew as much of the 
situation as those who have traveled ex- 
tensively abroad, they would calm down 


- @ good bit. Their zeal is out of place and 


totally disproportionate to the merits of 
the case. I want to tell you that the Ar- 
menians are a bad lot, a very bad lot. In 
the category of.nations they are the black 
sheep—deceitful, treacherous, rebellious, 
We hear their story over here, and nothing 
of the other side. If they were treated one- 
half as inhumanly as the great bulk of our 
citizens beHeve, there isn’t the shadow of 
doubt that the great powers of Europe 
would interfere. I am willing to admit 
that they have suffered wrongs, but not 
of sufficient enormity to warrant the in- 
tervention of this government.” 

‘ The war spirit seems to be so strong in 
congress and among the people now that 
‘we want to interfere in every scrap on the

The impression gener- 
ally prevails here that the fight will take 
place in New Mexico at some point near 
the borders of Mexico and Texas, this be- 
lief being based upon information acquired 

in well-informed circles. 


LIST OF FAILURES INCREASE. 


Dun & Company’s Report Tells a Sad 
Story. 

New York, January 31.—R. G. Dun & Co, 
will say tomorow: Failures in three weeks 
of January show liabilities of $17,536,511, 
against $10,685,060 last year; in manufactur- 
ing $6,661,129 this year against $2,479,193 last 
year; in trading $10,317,360, against $8,150,207 
last year. Failures this week have been 
404 in the United States against 354 last 
year, and 70 in Canada against 54 last year. 

Though business is still waiting, there are 
some signs of definite improve:rnent. It is 
now believed that the first payment for 
bonds will cause no further pressure, and 
the money markets are easier as respects 
loans and collateral, though the difficulty 
of making commercial loans still checks 
operations. But large maturities at the 
end of January have been met more sat- 
isfactorily than was expected, and mer- 
chants and bankers report thet the signs 
promise a good spring trade. No increase 
appears as yet in the demand for the 
principal products, unless for some forms 
of iron and steel, in which good contracts 
have been made this week. Domestic 
trade recorded through clearing houses is 
6.5 per cent smaller than a vear ago. 


REPORT FROM BRADSTREET’S. 


Retarded Demand for Merchandise 
Continues. 

New York, January 3i.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: The features of the 
week are a continued retarded demand for 
merchandise and checked industrial oper- 
ations. Least satisfactory is the waiting 
attitude of some of the more important 
industries. 

Shoe factories at Philadelphia are shut- 
ting down or running on part time; cotton 
goods makers regard the outlook for their 
product unpromising; there is a reaction 
in the price of steel billets; among fifty 
pig iron furnaces in the. Pittsburg and 
Shenango districts fourteen are idle and 
the position of the woolen goods manu- 
facturers is shown by the fact that foreign 
woolen goods are relatively most active. 

An indication of the continued shrinkage 
in the volume of business in December and 
its extensioninto January is shown by the 
prolonged decline in totals of weekly bank 
clearings that for this week, $891,000,000, be- 
ing the smallest since the last week in 
November and 5.5 per cent smaller than 
one year ago. General trade at the close 


of January proves disappointing, particu- 
larly in central, western and northwest- 
ern states, where the movement of mer- 
chandise from jobbers has been slow and 
unsatisfactory, it being fair at only a few 
points.

The Report of the Dunraven Committee 
Is at Last In, 


HE WAS HANDLED GENTLY 


False Charges Made by Him Are Called 
Mistakes—Mr. Iselin Ful- 
ly Exonerated. 


New York, January 31.—A special gen- 
eral meeting of the New York Yacht Club 
was held at the clubhouse, 67 Madison 
avenue, tonight, The meeting was called 
for the purpose of presenting to the mem- 
bers the report of the special committee 
appointed by the club to investigate the 
now famous Dunraven charges. There 
was a large attendance of members pres- 
ent and of the-five members that formed 
the investigating committee the Hon. EB. 
J. Phelps was the only absentee. The 
other members were Captain Mahan, 
United States navy; J. Pierpont Morgan,, 
George L. Rives, who acted as secretary 
of the committee, and Hon. William ic 
Whitney. Among the members present 
who were prominent in connection with 
the races for the America’s cup and yacht 
owners entitled to vote in the club were 

James D. Smith, J. R. 
Rusk, ‘ Canfield, Archibald 
Rogers, A. Carey Smith, 5. Nicholson 
Kane, Latham A. Fish, Newberry ‘Thorne, 
Woodbury Kane, W. Butler Duncan and J. 
Frederick Tams. 

J. Pierpont (Morgan, in the absence of 
Hon. &. J. Phelps, the chairman of the 
committee, read the report. The members 
frequently interrupted the reading at each 
telling point with marked applause, When 
Mr. Morgan coneluded, the report was, on 
the motion of ex-Commodore Smith, re- 
ceived, accepted and adopted amidst # 
seene of great enthusiasm. A vote of 
thanks was tendered to the committee for 
their very able and exhaustive communica- 
tion and the committee was discharged. 
‘Captain Ledyard’s resolution that the 
consideration of the report and the raat- 
ters appertaining thereto should ve eg 
poned until the next general mestirg oO 
the club on the Ist proximo was seccnéed 
and agreed to. The secretary was direct- 
ed meanwhile to forward copies of the 
report to the members of the club. The 
feeling was one of entire we with 
the findings of the committee. 

The report makes a pamphiet of thirty 
pages. It concludes with this summary: 

“Upon a careful consideration of the 
whole case, the committees are unanimous- 
ly of the opinion that the charge made by 
Lord Dunraven and which has been the 
subject of this investigation, had its origin 
in mistake; that it is not only not sustain- 
ed by evidence, but is completely dis- 
proved; and that all the circumstances 
indicated by him as giving rise to his sus- 
picion are entirely and satisfactorily ex- 
plained. They deem it, therefore, but just 
to Mr. Iselin and the gentlemen concerned 
with him, as well as to the officers and 
crew of the Defender, that the committee 
should express emphatically their convic- 
tion that nothing whatever occurred in con- 
nection with the race in question that casts 
the least suspicion upon the integrity or 


riety of their conduct. 

we Oo ‘the committee is not willing to 
doubt that if Lord Dunraven had remained 
present through the investigation, so as 
to have heard all the evidence that was 
introduced. he would, of his own motion, 
have withdrawn the charge that was 
plainly founded upon mistakes and that has 
been so unfortunate in the publicity it has 
attained and the feeling to which it has 
given rise.’’

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MADE IT IN A CAVE. 


Capture of an [Illicit Still in the 
Mountains. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., January 31.—(Spe- 
cial.)—One of the most complete and won- 
derfully appointed illicit stills ever dis- 
covered was captured on Gunter’s moun- 
tain, near Scottsboro, Ala, today by Dep- 
uty United States Marshal Arnold. The 
still was in a cave in the mountain, in 
which was a stream that did not show it- 
self at all on the face of the mountain, 
The moonshiners had rigged up a water 
wheel and had everything very complete. 

The entrance was under some bushes 
‘into which they crawled on their hands 
and knees. 

The officer noticed smoke on some stones 
and found a hole which served as a chim- 
ney, down which he climbed for forty 
feet. He found a valuable still with worm 
and everything in operation and a spare 
still of 150 gallons capacity. He destroyed 
about 1,000 gallons of liquor. The capture 
is considered a remarkably clever one. 
The moonshiners escaped. 


ENCOURAGE TOBACCO GROWING. 


A Special Edition of The News and 
Courier Devoted to Tobacco. 
Charleston, January 31.—The News and 
Courier will publish a special edition to- 
morrow, devoted to the tobacco growing 
industry of South Carolina. About ten 
years ago The News and Courier under- 
took the work of establishing a new crop 
in this state as a relief from the curse of 
too much cotton. It distributed tobacco 
seed and tobacco literature among the 
farmers of the state and sucveeded in 
arousing great interest in the new crop. 
In its review of the industry tomorrow The 

News and Courier will say: 

‘‘F'rom the statistics gathered, it is shown 
that there are 11,865 acres actually report- 
ed as having been under cultivation, mak- 
ing a total crop at the average yield given 
of 11,865,000 pounds. Actual sales reported 
to the 15th of January are within a frac- 
tion of 4,000,000 pounds, showing that near- 
ly $400,000 has been paid for the tobacco 
sold to date from something over 100,000 
acres of light lands.”’

They Prohibit Partisan Books in Pub- 
lic Schools. 


Columbia, S. C., January 31.—In the 
house of representatives Mr. Earl’s .ccn- 
cealed weapons bill was killed with Mr. 
Bacot’s amendment to disfranchise per- 
sons convicted of violating the law. 

A bill to place telegraph and cerpress 
companies under the control of the railroad 
conmrmission was introduced. 

The senate spent the day passing three 
special orders, a building and loan as- 
sociation bill requiring building and Icon 
associations to invest in the state; the 
free school bill, in which sectarian and 
partisan books (especially histories) are 
prohibited in the public schools, and an 
insurance bill, prohibiting the three-quarter 
clause and stopping allegations of fraud 
in securing insurance after sixty cays— 
with cities of over 20,000 excepted.

Shep Palmer Sentenced To Hang in 
Jackson, Miss. 

Jackson, Miss., January $1.—Shep Paimer, 
colored, was today sentenced by Judge 
‘Powell to hang March 13th. In December 
last, Shep called at the home of Charley 
Cardell, a colored neighbor, and after 
sitting by his fire till midnight, knocked 
him and his wife in the head with a 
stick of fire-wood, scattering their brains 
over the side of the house. He then rob- 
bed the cabin of several dollars in cash 
and a few quilts and left. He wus frgnd 
next morning with blood on his clothes, 
charged with the crime and admitted it. 
He pleaded guilty in court and will pay the 
penalty as above stated.

It Occurred Yesterday at Rome, N.

Rome, N. Y., January 31.—Hon. George 
Barnard, cashier of the Fort Stanwix Na- 
tional bank, was found dead on the third 
floor of the bank building today. He had 
tied a cord to a doorknob and with a slip 
noose around his neck had braced his foot 
against the door and throwing his head 
back had strangled himself to death. He 
had been missing since Wednesday morn- 
ing. A meeting of the bank directors is 
called for this afternoon. Bank Examiner 
Van Vranken has closed the bank, pending 
an investigation of its affairs. 

He refuses to make a statement regartd- 
ing the bank’s condition. The bank is 
one of the oldest and strongest in the state, 
and little fear is expressed for its stability. 
The bank’s securities are locked up in the 
inner vault, of which Cashier Barnard car- 
ried the key, which has not yet been found. 
The Rome Savings bank, which had de- 
posits of upwards of $100,000 in the Fort 
Stanwix bank, did business in the same 
office. Individual directors state that the 
banks are all right and that there will be 
no losses, but no general authorized state- 
ment has been made. Bank Examiner 
Van Vranken declines to say anything. 
The generally accepted theory is that Mr. 
Barnard had become mentally unbalanced 
by overwork and that his mind gave way 
suddenly under the strain. 


TWO MEN KILLED 


By the Premature Explosion of Dyna- 
. mite at Henryellen Mines. 
Birmingham, Ala., January 31.—(Special.) 

A tterrible accident happened about 10 

o’clock this morning in slope No. 2 at 

Henryellen mines, about fifteen miles east 

of here, on the Central of Georgia road, 

by the premature explosion of a charge 
of dynamite, and Evan Morgan, white, 
and George Beard, colored, were killed. 

The two men were badly multilated, 
Beard dying almost instantly, while Mor- 
gan lived long enough to give some direc- 
tions as to the disposition of his body 
and where his relatives are. He comes 
from Ohio. Though everything possible 
was done for Morgan he died in awful 
agony a short while after the accident 
happened. 

The details of the accident are meagre 
on account of there being only these per- 
sons at the place where the accident hap- 
pened, and when they were gotten to, 
they were too far dead to tell about it. 
The accident happened on the face of the 
slope, about 1,000 feet from the entrance of 
the mine. Morgan had the contract for 
working the entry. It was of rock and 
quite solid. This work is done by boring 
a hole and shooting it with dynamite. 
In coal powder is used, but in neadings, 
where the rock is met, dynamite has to 
be employed. 

The two men had made their hole. The 
negro Was placing his charge and was 
getting ready for the fuse and was tamp- 
ing it when the explosion took place. It 
was a loud explosion. Men in ail parts of 
the mine heard it-and made at once for the 
locality. Beard was in front of the hole, 
evidently, and his death was instant. He 
hardly knew what struck him.

Washington, January 31.—(Special.)—On 
the 4th of next March a man who is bound 
to be a much observed individuakty: will 
take his seat in the United States senate 
in succession to Senator Brice. 

He is Joseph B. Foraker, of Ohio. Lie 
is a young man, and he is a bounding 
man. He never has kept still yet, and it 
remains to be seen if the atmoSpcre of 
the dignified, senate will have a chilling 
effect upon him. It is palaces to log cabins 
that it will not 

jie is an Ohio republican, There is more 
hurrah in the Ohio republican than in the 
politician of any other country, And 
Foraker is at the head of the hurrah. He 
is always dofng something which makes 
him talked about. “Some people look 
upon him as a man who plays for popu- 
larity, and that alone, It is true that he 
is out for that article, but at the same 
time he has a very neat idea of working 
the ropes for Joseph. 

He is to be very seriously taken when 
the outcome of the next republican national 
convention becomes a topic of considera- 
tion. The most casual observer must 
have noted that there is going to be a 
scramble for the next republican nomina- 
tion such as was never before seen in the 
politics of this country. And Foraker is 
right in that scramble Ask him who is 
his preference for that nomination, and 
he will answer that he favors McKinley. 
Hint tv any Uhiv rcpublican that Foraker 
may really be for Foraker, and not for 
McKinley, and he will indignantly tcll you 
that the insinuation is an insult, You see 
that both Foraker and other “epublican 
people protest. But like Hamiet’s mother, 
they protest too much. They do not con- 
vince anybody. On the contrary, as is the 
rule with too much protestation, they con- 
vince one that the insinuation referred to 
has a basis, and that in reality Foraker is 
for Foraker. 

He is like that Irishman of whom all 
have read. That gentleman, you will re- 
member, was in favor of a certain law, 
but was “agin its enforcement,.’”’ Foraker 
is in favor of McKinley, but ‘“agin’’ his 
nomination, He is perfectly willing that 
the ‘“‘little major’’ should have the votes 
of Ohio at the convention—until it is 
aemonstrated that he cannot be nominated; 
and then he is favor of having these votes 
himself. He is perfectly willing that the 
banquet be given in honor of McKinley, 
and that he eat heartily of the oysters and 
the soup, but he wauts to place the busi- 
ness portion of the provender in his own 
midst. There you have it. 

And now the question arises, why do 
. Fordker and his friends proclaim so loudly 
that they are for McKinley? A very 
shrewd republican senator today told me 
why. It is simply because they do not 
believe that McKinley can be nominated, 
and they want the reversion of the Ohio 
votes in the convention. Astuteness marks 
them there. There are very many who 
do not think that McKinley can be nomi- 


that is told. His boom is shop-worn. He 
has hawked it up and down the country 
for more than two years. This dlone pre- 
cludes spontaneity, which is a mighty 
factor in the make-up of a good working 
boom, And then the republican party, say 
what we may about it, is a pretty quick 
learner.

To think that McKinley really 
trusts Foraker would be ascribing to him 
a fatuity that he does not possess. He is 
a man who believes in himself before all 
others—and he does not believe in Foraker. 

It ds a rather amusing situation, but 
there have been such conjunctures before. 
There was the ‘ime when Garfield headed 
the Ohio delegation for Sherman, but was 
really for Garfield. Of course McKinley 
is on his guard. He may become so fretful 
and augry at the way things are going on 
that he may break out at almost any time. 
If he should do so previous to the meeting 
of the convention in St. Louis there would 
be a fine old row in the republican party 
ready at hand, even before the clans got 
together. That there will be a row .in the 
convention goes without saying. The 
scramble for the nomination is too hot 
for it to be otherwise. And in scrambles and 
hot times Foraker finds his element. He is 
instructed upon those lines. He and his 
ambition are going to cause the republican 
party much more trouble than that aggre- 
gation reckon upon. He its for this reason 
something in the nature of a boon for the 
democratic party. In him the cards say 
that party ts likely to find some g00d ac- 
count.

Buried Alive. | 
From The Chicago Record. 

Many who are not at all afraid to die are 
afraid of being buried before they have 
died. The fear is not unreasonable. Pre- 
mature burial happens very rarely, but 
often enough to call for more precaution. 

In British journals this has recently been 
much discussed, showing no small un- 
easiness in the public mind. There was 
need of it. British law is quite too lax in 
requiring proof of death before burial. 
Hundreds of burials take place every year 
without certificates of death, The London 
Chronicle’ reported a dozen recent cases 
of discovery that supposed death was not 
actual. The Spectator believes that “a 
distinct percentage”’ of PD ture burials 
“occur every year.” One f its corre- 
spondents confesses to @ distressing case 
in his own family. 

The grewsome fact is that it has always 
been so. Ancient writers refer to it 
Pliny has a chapter “On those who have 
revived on being carried forth for burial” 
Lord Bacon records that there have been 
“very many cases.” Bruhier, a French 
writer in the last century, produced a 
book on the subject. It mentioned fifty- 


ur cases of persons buried alive, fifty- 
faees of revival after being caffined,

In Holland the percentage is 5 in 
1,000. Perhaps the Paris morgue is the last 
Place whefe one might expect to find the 
living amdhg the dead after the corpse has 


been examined by both the police inspec- 
tor and the official surgeon. Yet even 
there about one in every 300 has come to 
life again. A recently published work by 
Dr. F. Hartman strongly drf&ws attention 
to the damger of dooming to the grave 
some who have not really died. He has 
collected over 700 authenticated instances. 
Of these he describes 108 as typical cases, 
under the title ‘‘Buried Alive." 

The danger of premature burial arises 
from that semblance of death which is 
popularly termed suspended animation or 
trance and scientifically known as catalep- 
sy. Persons of nervous temperaments are 
more liable to this than others, and wo- 
men more than men. In catalepsy all the 
Signs of death are sometimes present save 
the one infallible sign of incipient decom- 
position. Even experienced physicians 
are deceived. A celebrated case in the 
last century was that of the Rev. William 
Tennent, a Presbyterian minister in New 
Jersey, who revived after a three days’ 
catalepsy, in which he narrowly escaped 
burial. An account of it, now out of 
print, was written by Judge Elias Boudi- 
not. The cases of resurrection, or rather 
resuscitation, mention in the Bible, as the 
Shunamite’s son and Gaira’s daughter, 
may have been this sort. In oriental 
countries, where burial follows quickly 
after death, the likelihood of premature 
interment is greater. Mr. T. J. Hudson, 
in his book, “The Law of Psychic Phe- 
nomena,’’ refers to a lady now at the 
head of a public institution, who 
been twice pronounced dead by the at- 
tending physicians, twice prepared for the 
grave, and twice resuscitated by her 
friends.’’ The London Spectator relates a 
case in Ireland last September, where, 
upon suspicion of premature burial, the 
body was disinterred and life restored, 
after lying in the grave from Saturday till 
Tuesday. Even more remarkable cases are 
on record, 

Such facts enjoin all possible precautions 
against an awful mistake. Attention can- 
not be too urgently called both to the 
danger and to the way of safety. In 
Munich, and also in other European cities, 
the body of every dead person is deposited 
at once in a mortuary chapel for a speci- 
fied time under competent watchers. This 
is for a double purpose, both to prevent 
premature burial and also any infection 
which the body might communicate. Is 
not this better than the ice box, which 
prevents the appearance of the only cer- 
tain sign by which the reality of death is 
demonstrated? Better, also, than the im- 
mediate injection of the embalming fluid, 
which, if life were still lingering, would at 
once expel it? 

The convenience of the living generally 
dictates the disposal of the dead. It never 
should until the reality of death has been 
demonstrated beyond the slightest pos- 
sibility of error. In the great majority of 
cases this evidence can be given only by 
signs that the decomposition of the body 
has set in. To secure this evidence for the 
thoughtless or the ignorant, to secure 
thereby the safety of the possible victims 
of thoughtless or ignorant haste, while at 
the same time providing for the con- 
venience and health of the living, is dic- 
tated by every humane sentiment. The 
Munich plan of a_ well-watched public 
waiting room for bodies on the way to the 
grave is worthy of general adoption. At 
least the opportunity of due precaution 
which it offers should be made available 
for the multitude, who lack the means to 
secure similar advantages by their private 
arrangements. 

In view of the possibilities of premature 
burial, which, however slight, are cer- 
tainly real, many people own to no small 
anxiety for themselves. They adjure 
those who are likely to survive them to 
run no risk. They beg them to make 
sure that they shall not be entombed 
alive by opening an artery or thrusting a 
needle through the heart before commit- 
ting the body to the earth. A more pru- 
dent way, both safer and simpler, is to de- 
fer burial until the indisputable proof of 
death has appeared. A greenish tint on 
the skin of the abdomen, accompanied by 
a separation of the epidermis, or outer 
skin, is the certain sign that life has final- 
ly departed, and dissolution of the body 
has begun. Till then interment should be 
delayed. The funeral rites, however, need 
not be so delayed. y 

If the chance that the seeming death is 
not real were but, one in. a thousand, it 
would be imypératiye not to. foreclose that 
chance, but to wait for absolute certatn- 
ty. But the proved percentage of error 
is even greater. While burial is still 
taking place in so many cases: before the 
unerring proof of death is given, the en- 
trance to the grave needs watching with 
greater vigilance to divest it wholly of its 
last and most horrible fear. 
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A FRENCH SWORD FIGHT. 


Furious Thrusts Exchanged by Two 
Fencing Masters in a Duel. 


From The New York Sun. 

The two most conspicuous fencing masters of 
Paris, M. Vigeant and M. Rue, quarreled the oth- 
er day over a letter which the latter published in 
The Figaro, criticising Viegeant’s conduct on the 
occasion of a fencing bout between Merignac and 
San Maiato in 1881. M. Vigeant demanded a re- 
traction from M. Rue ina rather stiff sort of let- 
ter. M. Rue promptly refused; a chailenge was the 
consequence. Rue accepted the cartel, and the re- 
spective seconds arranged the conditions of the 
fight. The weapons selected were swords. 

As the two men were masters in the art of fenc- 
ing, great interest was taken in the duel, and it 
was thought that one of them wceuld certainly be 
left dead on the ground. The place of meeting 
had to be kept secret by the seconds, and to all in- 
quiries by reporters and others they replied : 

“The duel will be on the outskirts of Paris.”’ On 
December 22d last the fight came off at the Park 
Saint Ouen. A few journalists and friends alone 
hadan opportunity to witness the encounter. 
Amott them was a reporter of The Figaro, from 
whose account the following description of the 
affair is taken: 

A duel is always exciting, especially when it oc- 
cuss between two swordsmen like Vigeant and 
Rue. Unlike amateurs, when fencing masters 
fight they dispense entirely with little thrusts at 
the arms; they drive straight at the body. 

At 11 o’clock in the morning the adversaries and 
their friends came upon the ground. The place 
was admirably selected in front of the old Chateau 
Saint Quen. Little mounds of sand, which might 
interefere with the fighters, were promptly cleared 
away by workmen employed by M. Adam, the 
owner of the race course of Saint-Ouen. Then 
when the spot was thoroughly swept, the twocom- 
batants, M, Rueand M. Vigeant, were calied up. 
Previous to this they were walking about quietly, 
chatting with their friends and with the reporters. 

The two duelists took off their coats and vests, 
although the cold was extreme,and one of the 
doctors, Professor Felizet, remarked laughingly 
that the fighters were in greater danger of catch- 
ing pneumonia than of getting a sword thrust. 
However, the sequel made him change his opinion, 
for the fight was furious. 

There wasan ominous silence in the crowd, 
broken only for an instant by the whispering of 
impressions upon the probable issue of the com- 
bat. M. Rue won the choice of position and of 
swords. His swords were just half a centimetre 
longer than those of M. Vigeant; but the seconds 
gave the option to M. Vigeant of using one of his 
own weapons if he preferred it, and he decided to 
do s0. 

It was now twenty minutes past 1l,and the 
weather was cold and clear. The adversaries were 
placed in position by M. Broutin, one of the best 
swordsmen of Paris, who pronounced the usual 
“Go it, gentlemen !”’ and the fight began.

The Famous Liberty Bell and Its 
Escort in Virginia. 


SCENES ALONG THE ROUTE 


Children File Past the Bell and Wave 
the American Flag Over It—Cer- 
emonies at Charlottesville. 


Union Station, Charlottesville, Va., Jan- 
uary 31.—(Special.)—The youth and beauty 
of. North Carolina and Virginia today paid 
tribute to the old Liberty bell. Thousands 
, of school children greeted it as it passed 
homeward from the Atlanta exposition, and 
flowers were piled high on the relic at 
many points. ’ 

After an early start from Charlotte, a 
quick run landed the escort at Salisbury, 
where a great crowd cheered during its 
few moments spent there. 

High Point was the next stop and there 
another big crowd had gathered. At his- 
toric Greensboro all of the population was 
in and around the station, and 500 girls, 
wearing the cap and gown of the North 
Carolina normal school, passed by in double 
file. Each girl wore long, silken streamers, 
white and yellow, and each girl carried 
a small American flag. Following this 
line of beauty came 200 equally as pretty 
girls from the Greensboro female college, 
of Greensboro. 

On Guilford Battlefield. 

The bell with its escort was taken to the 
famous battle ground, where in revolution- 
ary days General Cornwallis made his 
last stand against the victorious conti- 
nental army. On the battle ground a gayly 
decorated stand had been erected, and 
to the great crowd that gathered there 
short addresses were mad by Mayor King, 
of Atlanta, and A. M. Butler, of Phila- 
delphia. 

Then the journey was resumed and 
Danville, Va., was the scene of the next 
ovation. All the public school children 
marched past the bell car, eahc waving a 
small flag. 

The girls of Roanoke Female college, 
wearing mortar boards and blue gowns, 
also marched past the bell and a steady 
stream of people poured over the car dur- 
ing the two hours spent in that city. 

A Fine Banquet. 

Rain was falling when Lynchburg was 
reached, but the hills surrounding the 
depot were black with cheering people as 
the bell pulled in, only to stop for a few 
minutes. Between Lynchburg and Char- 
lottesville the finest banquet ever served 
on wheels was given the Atlanta party 
by the Philadelphians. The dining car 
was profusely decorated with fresh flowers 
and festoons of red, white and blue. A 
full course dinner was served and short 
addresses were made by Director Butler 
and Colonel Sam Goodman, of Philadelphia, 
and Mayor King and Colonel Hemphill, of 
Atlanta. 

This city turned out a big crowd to wel- 
come the bell. Mayor John S. Patton 
boarded the train as the station was reach- 
ed and extended the freedom of thew city 
to the visitors. He also made a s¥cech 
from the bell car and several of the «s- 
corting party talked briefly. 

There was a torchlight procession wit» 
music, and the crowd seemed bubbling 
over with enthusiasm. The party will

LIBERTY BELL AT DANVILLE. 


Large and Enthusiastic Crowds Have 
Greeted It Along the Way. 

Danville, Va., January 31.—The liberty 
bell train left Charlotte, N. C., at 4 o’clock 
this morAding, making stops at Salisbury, 
High Point and Greensboro, At the latter 
point a stop of more than an hour was 
made.

AT THE VERY HEAD. 


ATLANTA FINDS A MAYOR WITH- 
OUT AN ELECTION. 


The City Attorney Thinks Clerk Phil- 
lips Is the Actual Head of the 
Government. 


Hon. J. W. Phillips, clerk to the general 
council of Atlanta, ran his blue pencil 
through section 264 of the city code yes- 
terday morning. 

Mr. Phillips, however, had a long con- 
ference with Judge Anderson, the city at- 
torney,” before he put that point on his 
new blue pencil. 

The section of the code was pointed out 
to the city clerk Thursday afternoon and 
he at once sought Judge Anderson for le- 
gal advice, but the city attorney was not in 
his office. Throughout the evening hours 
he pondered over the situation with that 
section of the code constantly before him, 


trying to analyze it. 

“Well, if that law makes me call a ses- 
sion tomorrow I'll do it even though it 
troubles my friends, the members of the 
general council,’’ said Clerk Phillips. “But 
if Jim Anderson says it’s not absolutely 
necessary, I'll wait till Monday, for ali 
good things will keep. 

“But why bother about it and rob my- 
self of honors. If that law gives me all 
that power it simply makes me acting 
mayor of Atlanta. Then why should I 
call the council together to elect a man to 
take that distinction away from me? Not 
on your life. Mr. Phillips you are mayor of 
Atlanta and mayor you'll stay till Mayor 
King comes home.’’ 

But yesterday morning true to his duty 
he forgot his “entitlement” to the -place 
and called upon the city attorney for ad- 
vice. Judge Anderson interpreted the law 
‘and though Mr. Phillips insisted upon is- 
suing the call advised him not to do it. 

“Under that section you are the actual 
head of Atlanta’s municipal government,”’ 
said Judge Anderson, “until you exercise 
the power vested in you by section 264 and 
call the body together to dethrone you. 
Then why dethrone yourself till mneces- 
sary ?’’ 

Throughout the day the city hall offi- 
cials addressed Mr. Phillips as Mayor Phil- 
lips. Placards ‘were hung on doors 
reading: 

‘ “Closed by order of Acting Mayor Phil- 
ps.” 

Messenger boys brought letters addressed 
that way, too, and it is known that Mr. 
Phillips appreciated the joke just enough 
to assert his position among his friends. 
An issue of a million of Atlanta bonds, 
which were soki in a bulk to Park Wood- 
ward, was the first paper he signed and 
Mr. Woodward gave the bonds away above 
par. 

An order building a magnificent city hall 
was next and if Mayor King and his two 
lieutenants, Mr. Hirsch and Mr. Dimmock, 
remain away a week they will have the 
pleasure of being present at the formal 
opening of the building.

In a Nutshell.

_ When the Reform Club, of New York, } 
doing business on the money furnished 
by leading bankers, began its campaign 
in favor of what the goldbugs call 
“sound” currency, it had a good many 
arguments to advance in behalf of “bi- 
metallism” of the “intermational” va- 
riety. In fine, the goldbug campaign, 
up to a few months ago, professed to 
be a movement to compel Europe to re- 
store silver to the open mints. On 
more than one occasion The Constitu- 
tion has taken the trouble to lift the

arrangement long since vanished. It seems 
an antiquated institution, abandoned for a 
quarter of a century. Any restoration be- 
comes more difficult with the passage of 
time. Such is the fate of silver—a dethroned 
monarch. In 1876, in 1880, in 1885, even in 
1890—though far less at the later dates— 
there were people disposed to maintain 
it in its former functions, or to restore 
these functions when they had been only 
recently lost.

Discrediting the Currency. 

More than once during the past year 
or two The Constitution has taken oc- 
casion to point out that the violation of 
the law with respect to the redemption 
of legal tenders, which the banks in- 


power regarded as a great victory, was 
the shortest route to the suspension of 
gold payments that couid be adopted. 

To redeem legal tenders in gold alone 
is practically to discard and discredit 
silver, and when the government delib- 
erately does that, it is only a question 
of time, and of a very short time at 
that, when the example will be followed 
by those who are in the habit of taking 
care of their own interests. 

With the treasury violating the terms 
of the law and discrediting Silver, it can- 
not be supposed that the associated 
banks of New York will carry out the 
law that is intended to compel them to 
make no discrimination against silver 
and silver certificates in their clearing 
house arrangements. 

As a matter of fact, the ruling*of the 
treasury, discarding silver and making 
gold the only money of redemption, 
‘ompels these banks to violate the lagv. 
Self-protection is the first law of busi- 
ness, as well as-of nature, and the banks 
are bound to obey that law. 

We are not surprised, therefore, to 
learn that the banks of New York are 
refusing to receive silver certificates as 
money when their customers offer 
them for deposit. The New York 
Svening Post chronicles the fact with 
great satisfaction. In one instance a 
customer carried to the bank with which 
he had dealings between $4,000 and $5.,- 
000 of silver certificates. The bank re- 
fused to receive them and credit them 
to him as money. The explanation was 
that the bank could not use them to 
settle its balances at the clearing house, 
but would take the certificates on 
storage and credit his account with 
them as fast as it could work them off 
over its counter. 

“The banks,” says The Post “are pay- 
ing in all the silver certificates they can 


-at the treasury for customs, and the rest 


they are ‘working off’ as fast as they 
can over the counter and in making up 
pay rolls.”

A Protest Against Brutality. 

It is but a few days ago that The 
Constitution was forced to protest 
against prize fighting brutality in some 
of the larger eastern centers of popula- 
tion. Again the telegraph wires inform 
us of a brutal encounter between two 
toughs in New York before an audi- 
ence of 6,000 people. 

The voice of the civilized world has 
long been raised against exhibitions in 
which men are reduced to the level of 
beasts of prey. The occurrence of such 
exhibitions shows a depraved taste on 
the part of those who _ take part in 
them, and marks a sad neglect of law. 
It is time that these developments of 
brutality so frequent in the eastern 
states and so well patronized by people 
who should’ know better, should be 
checked and that the Christian senti- 
ment of the country should make itself 
felt. 

The southern states, with a high sense 
of humanity, have driven the prize fight- 
er from their limits. During the past 
few months we have seen eastern law 
breakers driven from Georgia and Flori- 
da; from Mississippi and Texas: from 
Arkansas and even out from the Indian 
nation, and prohibited from giving ex-. 
hibitions of their peculiar kind. 

This high example of the enforce- 
ment of law is something to be com- 
mended to the eastern states. It is true 
that it is difficult to manage heteroge- 
neous populations, but surely those 
states in the northeast which so often 
set themselves up as public censors will 
not admit that they are unequal to the 
task which was easily performed in the 
south. 

The southern states are determined 
to lead in the march of civilization, and 
no higher example could they have 


‘given of that leadership than their suc- 


cess in driving the short-haired thugs 
from their midst. The east must keep 
step in the march of civilization. 
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The Gold Pressure. 

A dispatch from St. Johns, New 
Foundland, printed in The Constitution 
of yesterday, tells of the call of a large 
body of workmen upon Governor 
Murray, begging for work. This is but 
a continuation of the desperate condi- 
tion of the island, which has appealed 
to the sympathy of the world for years 
past. 

And right here a parallel might as 
well be drawn. The claim has been 
made by sheets freshly converted to the 
gold standard that such new policy 
means prosperity; that it is only in gold 
countries where stable business is 
found, and that in countries where the 
sway of gold is not absolute, instability 
prevails. As an example the wages of 
undeveloped Mexico are contrasted with 
those of the United States. 

For purposes of comparison there 
should be an honest resort to like con- 
ditions. The Canadian provinces of 
Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia, etc., and 
the province of New Foundland are the 
equals, if not the superiors in natural 
resources, of the states of Vermont, 
Maine, New Hampshire and northern 
New York. They are all inhabited by 
the same class of people, mainly sprung 
from the British isles. They are equal- 
ly industrious, frugal and  persever- 
ing. Since the year 1837 they have 
equally had the benefit of absolute 
home government, with tariffs imposed 
by themselves on lines to promote their 
own welfare. The Canadian was just 
as free to work out his own promotion 
in life as was the American. In but one 
thing was there a difference—Canada 
has had, all along, the full benefit of 
the British single gold standard, while 
the United States, up to a short time 
ago, has had free coinage of both gold 
and silver.

The story of New Seundland is 
familiar to all. Strong men, living in a 
virgin country, starve for the want of 
work. Kven in Ontario, the garden spot 
of the dominion, the number of families 
receiving remittances from sons and 
Kindred in the United States approaches 
comparatively the number in Ireland. 
Go to any rural neighborhood in Onta- 
rio and it will be discovered that the, 
elder brother went to “the states” the 
year before last; the second went last 
year, and the old father and mother are 
weeping because their third and last son 
is going to join “the boys” this year. 
But listen to these people talk and piti- 
ful stories will be heard of the breaking 
up of family ties. There will be found 
in the old homestead the aged father, 
hardly able to work longer; the poor old 
mother striving to keep up an appear- 
ance of sprightliness, and the girls—the 
boys have all gone to “the states!” 

This is a country whose agricultural 
resources are illimitable; whose other 
resources of nature are abundant, and 
what is the reason? The permanent 
adoption of the gold standard in the 
United States will bring to her people 
the same beggary and periodical famine 
that it has brought to Canada. The 
corn will be garnered up by modern 
Josephs who have not the virtues of the 
old, and the freemen of America will 
become like unto the famine-stricken 
people of Egypt, clamoring at the public 
granary for food to eat. 
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The Meat of the Matter. 

Senator Tillman, of South Carolina, 
has delivered a speech in the United 
States senate chamber. As might have 
been expected, Senator Tillman is as 
sure of saying something when he opens 
his mouth as was Governor Tillman. 

There are not many men who would 
have delivered such a speech, but Till- 
man is a man of his own mind, with 
his own blunt way of saying things, and, 
to do him justice, with the courage to 
say in public what others might sgy be- 
hind doors. The speech has been char- 
acterized as extreme, as impolitic and 
as violative of the courtesy which 
should control in a legislative body, 
where the great effort is to talk much 
and say little. All of this, however, is 
a matter of taste and discretion, and it 


is just as much Senator Tillman’s priv- | 


ilege to saw the air on the one side as 
it is that of other senators to saw‘ the 
air on the other, | | 

Of course, Senator Tillman made sev- 
eral unparliamentary and some very 
harsh personal allusions. It is to be re- 
gretted that in dealing sledge hammer 
blows against the iniquitous policy 
which is wrecking the prosperity of the 
people, he should have permitted him- 
self in his excited outbursts of invec- 
tive to have, at intervals, diverted the 
main line of his argument into personal 
vituperation. The speech would have 
been just as strong had he not called 
the president a “besotted tyrant,” and 
had he used a less violent comparison 
in referring to certain members of the 
cabinet as “Judas Iscariot8.” 

But, after all, the people are not so 
much concerned about Senator Tillman’s 
strong language, aS much as they might 
disapprove it, as they are about the di- 
rect charges made. After dismissing all 
rhetofical flourish, the people would like 
to have an answer to the serious charges 
made, and to that portion of the sena- 
tors argument which comes within the 
limit of legitimate criticism. 
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A Fair and Square Issue. 

The Chicago Times-Herald wants to 
see an honest campaign on a fair and 
square issue and in the course of an ar- 
ticle touching on that subject says: 

In the past there has been altogether 
too much pretense made by both the great 
parties in respect to financial questions, 
and both have juggled with them. Bi- 
metallism is a term of deceit, and may 
mean much or little, according to the 
standpoint taken. The American people 
love nothing so much as a fair and square 
issue to vote upon, and if the politicians 
will only give it to them they will settle 
the silver question in the twinkling of an 
eye. 

Now this is true to such a grievous 
extent that the matter calls-for precisely 
the reform that The Times-Herald sug- 
gests. “Bimetallism,” as the term is 
employed by the agents of the money 
power, is intentionally deceitful. It has 
been used to deceive the people, and 
some of the very men who employ it 
are no doubt doing so sincerely, failing 
to see its real meaning. They are de- 
ceived themselves and their earnestness 
in the matter deceives others. 

As for the. two parties, there is no 
doubt that the eastern leaders of both, 
actuated by the same motives, have 
used their influence to deceive the 
voters of the country. As The Times- 
Herald says, both parties have juggled 
with the financial question. But the 
democratic party is less open to the 
charge than the republican party. It 
is true that men representing states 
that have never given the democratic 
party an electoral vote have by shrewd 
manipulation fashioned the’ financial 
declarations so that they would be 
open to two interpretations, one the op- 
posite of the other. If the declarations 
of the two parties in 1892 are compared, 
this conclusion is irresistible. 

But it should be said in behalf of the 
democrats in the democratic states that 
they have never sought to avoid a 
Square and fair issue on the money 
question. On the contrary they have 
sought by every means in their power 
to precipitate the issue. For thirty 
years they have been denouncing re- 
publican contraction of the currency, 
and republican legislation in behalf of 
monopolies; for twenty years they have 
been denouncing the clandestine demon- 
etization of silver. 

If The Chicago Times-Herald will 
look up the records of the democratic 
party in the democratic states since the | 
demonetization of silver was discovered, 
it will find a constant and persistent de- 
mand for the restoration of silver.

Kentucky Farners Are Coming from the 
Blue Grass Section. 


INTEND TO SETTLE HERE 


ee 


They Say That the Bermuda Grass . 
Section Suits Them and They 
Will Cultivate It. 


The extent of the immigration movement 
from the west to Geotgia is not half real- 
ized by the public. While a great tide of 
settlers has been pouring into Irwin coun- 
ty during the last three months, there has 
been another stream of homeseekers flow- 
ing into Georgia, but scattering out over 
every part. 

The Atlanta and West Point, the Geor- 
gia, the Georgia Southern and Florida and 
the Georgia and Alabama probably profit- 
ed the most from this influx of settlers. 
President Smith, of the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad, said yesterday that Troup 
county is getting quite a number of im- 
migrants from the northwestern states. 

Richmond county has attracted a num- 
ber and all through the central part of 
Georgia people are coming in daily. 

One of the most remarkable features of 
this movement to Georgia is that the fever 
has struck the heart of the bluegrass 
section of Kentucky. It is easily under- 
stood why the Iowa, Dakota, Nebraska, 
Kansas and Missouri farmers are anxious 
to move away, but the Kentuckians are 
generally supposed to imagine that they 
are situated in the chosen land. But re- 
cenfly a movement has _ started from 
around Lexington and those who have 
come have bought land and written others 
to hurry up and move down to Georgia. 
The first thing a Kentucky farmer looks 
for, of course, is grass land. Many a 
Georgia planter will smile to read that 
nothing in all this state has so pleased 
the eye of the bluegrass farmers as the 
acres covered with bermuda grass _ sod. 
Hundreds and hundreds of Georgia far- 
mers have cursed bermuda grass as a pest 
and have devoted much labor to destroy- 
ing it. These Kentuckians say that it is 
just what they want. Mr. W. W. Mor- 
ton, who recently moved from Lexington 
and bought 600 acres of land in Richmond 
county, says that he never saw anything 
like the grass crops which some of his 
neighbors make. For instance, Major W. 
H. Warren, of Augusta, Richmond county, 
Georgia, has demonstrated that there is 


great profit to be made from the raising of — 


grass. From ninety-two acres he has cut 
400 tons of hay, weighed after cured. The 
price’ obtained ranged from $20 to $25 per 
ton, realizing $8,000. The expense of at- 
tention, cutting, baling, etc., was $2,500, 
leaving a profit of $5,500, or $60 clear profit 
to the acre. The past year he has raised 
800 tons of hay on 227 acres. On forty- 
eight acres, this year, he raised also, 2,43 
bushels of oats, and, after harvesting the 
oats, cut two crops of grass from the 
same land. 

Mr. E. A. Copeland, of Greenesboro, in 
the bermuda grass section, realized $138 
clear profit from one acre of bermuda. ;

There is promise of a great achievement 
for the military con panies of Atlanta. 

An organized effort is under way to ob- 
tain for the local militia the government 
building at the exposition to be used as an 
armory. 

The plan was first proposed by Colonel 
John A, Candler. It was taken up by «he 
Other officers of the regiment and the 
friends of the military organizations at 
once and within a tew days a meeting will 
be called to appoint a committee to ask 
congress to provide an act tendering the 
huge structure to the Atlanta companies. 

This will be the realization of a long 
felt want. It will be a great stroke for the 
city and everything points to success. 

The government building has been at 
last vacated. All of the exhibits except a 
a few heavy objects in the naval Cepart- 
ment have been removed. In a day or two 
more it will be entirely cleared. Then the 
building will be turned over to the treasury 
department, which has been instructed 
according to the regulations of Uncle Sam 
to advertise for bids and to sell it off as 
soon as possible to the highest bidder. 

It is said there is an effort on the part 
of the Nashville directors of the Tennes- 
see centennial exposition to obtain the 
building for expcsition purposes in that 
city. Those who know, however, declare 
that this was the original intention of the 
Nashville people, but that they have given 
over the plan and have now #f«nnounced 
their intention to fight for a_ straight-out 
appropriation from the government. This 
leaves the building open for the Atlan- 
tians. 

For a long time the officers of the Fifth 
Georgia regiment have had in mind the un- 
dertaking to establish an armory in which 
all companies of Atlanta could be housed. 
There was a proposition at one time to 
make an effort to obtain the site of the 
present depot upon the construction of the 
proposed union station. This has been under 
consideration for some time, but the delay 
in the erection of the new station caused 
them almost to abandon the idea. Other 
plans have been on foot but to the officers 
of the regiment none of them have seemed 


given by Dr. Spalding. 

The information has just leaked out that 
it was he who placed the large amount of 
money to be used in the name of charity. 
On account of the modesty of Dr. Spalding, 
the gift was made as coming from an un- 
known friend of the institution, but it has 
now been definitely ascertained that Dr. 
Spalding was the generous giver. 

The institution was givcn the money to 
be used for the best interests of the infir- 
mary and those to whom the amount was 
sent did not know from whom it came. 
They were at a loss to know who in At- 
lanta could have made the donation. Sev- 
eral days before leaving for Baltimore, 
where he was going to have a delicate 
operation performed, Dr. Spalding made 
the donation. He has always been inter- 
ested in the work of charity and it was his 
desire to bequeath a portion of his estate 
to St. Joseph infirmary. Before he left he 
made out a check for $10,000. The check 
was placed to the credit of the institution 
in bank, but the name of the liberal giver 


was withheld. 


Dr. Spalding has undergone the operation 
and is now in an excellent condition. Ad- 
vices from his bedside state that he will 
entirely recover and will be again a well 
man. This intelligence will be pljeasant 
news to his many friends in Atlanta and 
many telegrams of congratulation have 
been sent him from Atlanta. He will re- 
turn in a few weeks from Baltimore.

Commercial 
paper continues dull, and this interferes 
with business in spot with New Enzland 
and other parts of the country. Interior 
stocks will lose about 00,000 bales. Au- 
gusta receipts were smaller today, and the 
increased arrivals at interior towns for 
the week are doubtless due to a petter 
condition of southern roads. Receipts at 
the ports were expected to reach 25,000 
baies today, but proved to be only 23,533, 
including ‘‘various,’ whereas the exporis 
from the ports ran up to about 30,000, ac- 
cording to latest reports, and may ma- 
terially exceed that figure on final returns. 
Total port receipts for the week are 121,261, 
against 109,992 last weck and 194,254 last 
year. The quantity brought into sight 
this week is estimated at 120,000, against 
126,000 the same week in i893, when the 
crop was 6,710,000. Interior receipts for the 
week estimated at 49,000, against 41,231 last 
week and 90,501 last year. Houston advices 
say that mules are very cheap, and that 
it is only natural that purchases of them 
should increase under the circumstances, 
and the question of acreage will be con- 
trolled largely by weather  conditicns. 
Very dry weather, as in the spring of 
1883, of a cold wet spring, might cut down 
the area considerably. It also depends 
upon the date when farmers are able to 
harvest their grain crops. Then, even if 
a big acreage is actually planted, it is by 
no means certain that a big crop of cottoii 
will finally be gathered. Spots here were 
unchanged, with sales of 109 for export, 
116 for spinning and 200 delivered on con- 
tract.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Traders Watched Armour—He Was 
Thought To Be Selling. 


Chicago, January 31.—Up until noon to- 
day the talent found the wheat market 
most puzzlin. Quick, nerveus bulges 
were frequent, whilst equally as often 
the feeling was top heavy and prices 
seemed on the verge of breaking all to 
pieces. After noon the weakness became 
well defined, and the offerings were in the 
supremacy. The crowd was regarding 
the attitude of Armour with more interest 
than the market news. It was believed 
the big packer was quietly disposing of 
large quantities, and the rank and file of 
the trade did not wish to bé left to bear 
the burden. May wheat opened from 65% 
to 655%c, sold between 66% and 65c, closing 
at 65@654%c, %c under yesterday. Cash 
wheat was steady. 

No developments worthy of especial note 
or mention were seen in corn. Trade was 
for local account almost solely, and even 
that was small. Traders were more inter- 
ested in the action of wheat than they 
were in their own market. The tone, in the 
absence of ahy other motive, neccessarily 
reflected that of the leading grain. May 
corn opened at 30c, 4@%sc under yesterday. 
Cash corn was \c lower. 

Prices for oats declined today through 
Sympathy with the final weakness of 
wheat. The morning’s trading was at 
fairly steady prices, but it was barren of 
features and very light. May oats closed 
%sc under yesterday. Cash oats were steady 
and unchanged. 

Trade in provisions was quiet by com- 
parison with that of recent days. ~The 
feeling was firm, a light run of hogs 
and firmness early in that market fur- 
nishing the strengthening force to pro- 
duct. At the close May pork was 10@12%c 
higher than yesterday; May lard 242@5c 
higher, and May ribs 5@7%c higher.

Chicago, January 31.—Initial trades show- 
ed little change from yesterday’s closing 
figures, but the markets immediately be- 
came weak, and declined from \% “to %c. 
There was a quick recovery, however, of 
#sc per bushel, May selling at 66%c on 
foreign dispatches quoting Liverpool very 
strong on an article from The Liverpool 
Corn Trade News, which states that the 
requirements from importing countries for 
the coming season will be above the ex- 
portable surplus, ‘and to meet this deficien- 
cy ine amount afloat will have to be re- 
auced to its lowest possible limit, and 
every available bushel will be needed from 
Russia and America. The news from 
home, however, was not of a bullish char- 
acter, Minneapolis wiring that northwest- 
ern stocks will increase 500,000 bushels this 
week and that from all indications farm- 
ers are selling more freely again. Around 
66c there seems to be an unlimited amount 
of wheat for sale, the most conspicuous 
selling being by professionals, among whom 
were three who have been reported large 
holders. The market, however, was nerv- 
ous, and seemed to rally quickly from any 
reaction, but on every hard spot the sell- 
ing was large, and during the last hour 
scalpers, who were buyers early, turned 
sellers, resulting in a drop to 65c. Toward 
the latter part of the session there was a 
better inquiry in the cash crowd, and 
sales aggregated about 100,000. bushels. 
mostly for interior mills. Clearances 
were 334,000 all told. Receipts at Minne- 
apolis and Duluth were 6ll cars, against 396 
last week. Closing cables quoted Paris 
5 centimes lower and Berlin %@%, mark, 
Antwerp 12% centimes and Liverpool %4@%d 
higher. 

There was little interest manifested in 
coarse grain. The market lacked support, 
and prices suffered a decline of about X%c. 
At the opening there was a good demand 
for provisions, and in ‘the absence of offer- 
ings and good buying from commission’ 
houses pork advanced 8c per barrel, and 
lard and ribs from 10 to 15c per 100 pounds. 
The advance, however, was more by sales 
from packers and more of the gain lost.

FURIOUS RAIDS TO FOLLOW

CHICAGO DRUMMER IN TROUBLE 
ABOUT A BOOK. 


H. A. Lyon Bought a Mileage Book in 
Chattanooga and Failed To Return 
It—Arrested at the Kimball. 


H. A. Lyon, Jr., a traveling man for a 
Chicago tobacco house, was arrested at the 
Kimball house by Detective Bankston, of 
the police department, last night. 

Lyon’s arrest was made on advice of 
Chattanooga officers that the drummer is 
wanted in that city on a charge of fraudu- 
lent breach of trust.

The scalper did not have a ticket but fur- 
nished him with a mileage book, which 
was to have been returned after being used 
to Knoxville, Lyon paying for the portion 
used. When he reached Knoxville Lyon 
says that he failed to return the book to 
Chattanooga, the matter slipping his mem- 
ory. From Knoxville he came to Atlanta 
and intended to return the book to the 
Chattanooga ticket broker by mail at once.

WITH INSURANCE WRITERS. 


Bits of News of Interest to Atlanta’s 
Insurance Workers. 


The South Carolina.senate, after a warm 
debate, has passed the following bill con- 
cerning fire insurance contracts in that 


state, 

“Section 1. That hereafter no fire insur- 
ance company doing business in this state 
shall issue policies for more than the 
amount of the value of property to be in- 
sured, the amount of insurance to be fixed 
by the insured at or before the time of 
issuing said policies, and in case of total 
loss by fire, the insured be entitied to re- 
cover the full amount of insurance and a 
proportionate amount in case of partial 
loss; provided that this does not apply to 
merchandise or personal property. - 

“Sec. 2. That no statement in the appli- 
cation for insurance nor any condition in 
a policy of insurance, shall be held to pre- 
vent a recovery before a jury on said pol- 
icy in case of partial or total loss, pre 
vided, after the expiration of sixty aye 
the insurer shall be estopped to deny the 
truth of the statement in the application 
for insurance.

AUGUSTA FIRM IN TROUBLE. 


They Claim That London Stockholders 
Are Causing It. 

Augusta, Ga., January 31.—(Special.)— 
Very much to the surprise of Messrs. Mul- 
larky & Harty, the business of the Mul- 
larky & Harty Dry Goods Company was 
today placed in the hands of J. T. WiHis 
as temporary receiver. A year ago Mul- 
larky & Harty, who are brothers-in-law 
and carry on the dry goods business, be- 
chme involved and their business went in- 
to the hands of a receiver. After some 
weeks things were straightened out and 
the Mullarky & Warty Dry Goods @om- 
pany was formed, with $29,000 capital and 
most of the stock taken by the members 
of the firm and members of the two fami- 
lies in Augusta and Savannah. 

At the same time a store known as the 
Bon Marche sold out and the new Mul- 
larky-Harty Company were purchasers 
of the stock. It appears that they gave 
in payment for the goods eighty-five 
shares of stock in the Mullarky-Harty 
Company. These shares of stock were 
transferred by the owners of the Bon 
Marche to foreign creditors of their own 
and it seems that Bradberry, Gredix & 
Co., of London, are moving, through their 
attorneys, Lawton & Cunningham, of Sa- 
vannah, in the motion for a receiver. This 
is done on the ground that the conduct of 
the business by Mullarky & Harty is not 
satisfactory to them as minority stock- 
holders. Mr. Mullarky insists that the 
business of the company is in good condi- 
tion and that this is simply an effort of 
the London firm to force them to buy 
their eighty-five shares of stock. Judge 
Callaway appointed J. T. Willis tempo- 
rary receiver and February 8th for hear- 
ing the case.

Monday next is one of the two days of 
every month in the year the charter of 
Atlanta requires the mayor and general 
council to meet in regular session. 

A week ago today when that interesting 
secret joint session of committees occurred 
in the mayor’s apartments at the city hall, 
an account of which appeared in Sunday’s 
Constitution, a majority ofythe members 
of the general council were present, and 
among those present were many, if not 
all, who had been appointed on that spe- 
cial committee to accompany the bell to 
the Quaker City. During the sessions of 
the committee the trip was injected by 
Mr. Howell, who presented the itinerary 
of the national heirloom, at same time 
declaring that the committee could not 
get home in time for the session of the 
general council. Mr, Howell then suggest- 
ed that the members of the general coun- 
cil in attendance upon the joint commit- 
‘tee meetings, and who would not leave 
the city, then and there express a willing- 
ness to adjourn the council after that bod 
was called to order Monday, February 3d,’ 
until the Thursday following. 

“For,” said Mr. Howell, “there is some 
legislation pending in which we want a 
voice. The detective ordinance, by which 
the entire force has been wiped out, will 
come up, and we want a chance to show 
our hands, which we can’t do unless we 
are here.’ 

Mr. Culberson, of the seventh, spoke the 
same way. 

Mr. Colvin, who gave notice when the 
ordinance was adopted that he would 
move a reconsideration at the next meet- 
ing of the general council, next Monday by 
the charter, was present, and was asked 
by Mr. Culberson if he would not agree to 
hold the presentation of his motion in 
abeyance until the return of the members 
of the general council, on the committee 
from Philadelphia. But Mr. Colvin de- 
clined, and the discussion became warm, 
as was shown in The Constitution's report 
of the meeting the next morning. Finally, 
Mr. Colvin agreed to a conference with 
other members of the general council 
present who had supported his motion, and 
agreed not only not to push his motion 
for a reconsideration, or his ordinance to 
repeal, whichever shape the paper may 
take, but to vote for an adjournment of the 
councfl from Monday, the regular day for 
the chartered meeting, to Thursday fol- 
lowing. 

So it will be that Monday next when the 
clock strikes 3 and Clerk Philitps, in the 
absence of a presiding officer, calls the 
body to order, an adjournment will be 
moved, and Thursday afternoon, 3 o’clock, 
February 6th, will be named as the time 
for the reassembling. 

On Thursday the session will be reopened, 
and as it will be an adjourned session, all 
of the work transacted then will have the 
same rights in law as if that work had 
been done on Monday next, the day named 
in the city charter for the meeting. 


HEARING CLOSED YESTERDAY. 


Argument in Treasurer Mason’s Case 
Has Been Finished. 


The investigation of the case against 
John M. Mason, DeKalb county’s treas- 
urer, closed some: time back and the last 
few days have been spent in listening to 
the argument of the attorneys on both 


sides. 
The investigation was held at «Decatur 


before Auditor James M. Pace, 4 promi- 
nent attorney of Covington. 

Mr. Mason, who was DeKalb county’s 
last treasurer, is said to be short $25,000 
in this accounts with the county. The 
charge made last July caused a great 
sensation in Decatur and throughout De- 
Kalb county. Mason was very popular in 


the county. 

He claimed at the time of his arrest 
and has all along that the apparent short- 
age, which his books showed, was a mis- 
take. He claims that his clerks were incom- 
petent and didn’t keep the books in prop- 
er shape and that instead of him being 
short with the county, the county owed 


m. 

The investigation occupied some time. 
Both the county and Mr. Mason were 
represented by attorneys. For the county 
was Colonel Milton A. Candler and for 
Mason Colonel W. H. Hulsey and Judge 
Marshall J. Clarke. Cotonel Hulsey closed 
the argument before Auditor Pace. All 
of the day before was occupied by Colonel 
Candler for the county. Attorneys on 
both sides made splendid arguments. Af- 
ter Colonel Hulsey’s speech yesterday 
morning all the evidence which had been 
taken was delivered to Auditor Pace, who, 
after careful examination and considera- 
tion, will make his report to the DeKalb 
superior court. The report will be made 
upon the opening of the term, which will 
be next week. 

Auditor Pace’s report will not settle the 

case unless the side which the report is 
against is satisfied, which ig not likely 
to be so. If Auditor Parce’s report is 
against Mason, attorneys for the latter 
will doubless file exceptions, and if in 
favor of Mason it will be vice versa, and 
thus there seems no doubt that the case 
will go to the supreme court. One of the 
attorneys in the case expressed himself 
in this way yesterday. 
_ The people of DeKalb county await with 
interest the final outcome of the grave 
charges against a man whom they trusted 
with a most responsible position. 


ARREST OF A MURDERER. 


Was Making Arrangements To Farm 
for Himself. 


Valdosta, Ga, January 31.—(Special.)— 
Sheriff Rogers, of Dodge county, and a 
Mr. Warren succeeded in arresting the 
murderer of Mr. Warren’s brother at 
Nashville, in Berrien county, today. The 
murder was committed two years ago and 
is said to have been unprovoked. The 
negro has been dodging about the country 
since then until this year he rented land 
in Berrien county and had made arrange- 
ments to farm extensively on his own 
hook. He was traced down by the au- 
thorities and his arrest actomplished with- 
out trouble. A reward of $200 was out for 
his arrest. 

R. &. Paine, a civil engineer who came 
to this section of the state to aid in some 
surveying for the Atlanta Liammber Com- 
pany near Sparks, was found on the out- 
skirts of that place yesterday in an almost 
nude condition and a raving maniac. He 
was taken in charge by his friends and 
was sent to his home at Staunton, Va.

The Finale in the Pickert Case Was 
Reached Late Yesterday Afternoon.

A Receiver Was Appointed To Take 


: 


Charge of the Assets of King’s 
Royal Germetuer Company. 


——) 


The reading of the evidence in the Pick- 
ert case was concluded yesterday morning 
at 10 o’clock. Arguments for the credi- 
tors were made by Mr. Slaton, Mr. Zahner 
and Colonel Glenn. Judge Dorsey spoke 
for Mr. Cassin, Mr. Bishop for Mr. Pick- 
ert and Mr. Rosser for Mrs. Pickert. The 
arguments were concluded about 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon. 

Judge Lumpkin held, in substance, that 
while it had been made out that Pickert 
gave the mortgage and made the transfers 
for the purpose of hindering, delaying and 
defrauding his creditors, yet that Mr. Cas- 
sin had no notice of this fact and had 
no reasonable grounds for suspecting it, and 
therefore he could not appoint a receiver, 
so far as Mr. Cassin is concerned. . The 
court, however, granted a receiver for 
the other personal property of ‘Mr. Pickert, 
which was not by him turned over to Cas- 
sin. The receiver is also to collect from 
Pickert the money which was turned over 
to him by Cassin. 

As to the real estate, the suit is lis pen- 
dens, which prevents any sale by which 
these creditors’ claims, if finally estab- 
lished by a jury, could be defeated. The 
attorneys for the creditors intend to car- 
ry that branch of the case to the supreme 
court, in which the judge refused a re- 
ceivership as to the stock of merchan- 
dise in Cassin’s possession, and they pro- 
pose to take the whole case ‘to a jury. 

The hearing of the case was taken up 
just after sentence was pronounced on Carr 
and Duncan, and it was late in the after- 
noon when an order was taken as above 
by Judge Lumpkig. The complainants 
charged fraud in the respective mortgages, 
the deeds and bill of sale made by Mr. 
Cassin, and prayed that the court hold 
these transactions fraudulent and _ that 
a receiver be appointed. After a full hear- 
ing Judge Lumpkin declined the prayer 
for receiver to take charge of the assets 
as far as the goods were concerned, but 
appointed a receiver to take charge of the 
assets that Mr. Pickert might hold, to 
which there was no objection by the coun- 
sel for the defendants. 

The attorneys in the case are: Mr. Rob- 
ert Zahner, for the creditors, and Messrs. 
Glenn, Slaton & Phillips and Mr. Walter 
R. Brown for the defendants. 

The following is the order taken {fn the 
case: ‘‘After hearing the evidence and ar- 
gument in the case, it is ordered that the 
prayer of the petitioner for receiver for 
the stock of goods, or the real estate con- 
veyed to Mrs. Pickert or Mrs. Jones, be 
denied, and that the injunction heretofore 
granted in said case as to said property, 
or to the mortagages be dissolved, and 
that L. W. Brown be appointed receiver 
to take charge of all assets in hands of 
said defendant,. A. F. Pickert, or assets 
belonging to him. Said receiver is ordered 
to demand of said Pickert all monies or 
assets in his possession, and that Herry 
A. Cassin, tempcrary receiver, be. dis- 
charged.”’ 

The case will be carried before a jury, 
was the announcement made by Attorney 
Zahner last night. 

A Receiver for the Germetuer Co. 

Mr. J. F. Martin was yesterday appoint- 
ed receiver of the Royal Germeteur Com- 
pany on the presentation of an application 
by the attorneys of the Baptist Book Con- 
cern and the Atlanta Trust and Banking 
Company. 

Several charges of fraud are made in the 
petition, and it is alleged that the directors 
of the company leased the business to Mr. 
KE. M. Blalock for a term of ninety-nine 
years, and that the debts of the business 
were not to be paid until all expenses for 
conducting it had been deducted. The re- 
ceiver was ordered to take charge at 
once, and is subject to the orders that may 
be issued by the court. 

The Baptist Book Concern is a publish- 


ing and book company, of Louisville, with . 


a branch office in Atlanta. Its petition al- 
leged that the Germeteur company was due 
it $225 for an advertisement that had been 
running in The Western Recorder, publish- 
ed by the company. The Atlanta Trust 
and Banking Company showed that the 
Germeteur company was dut it $3,000 for a 
note, which was past due, and on which 
payment had been refused. 

Mr. E. M. Blalock, the Atlanta Chemical 
Company and the Germeteur company 
were enjoined from interfering with the 
work of the receiver until the matters are 
adjusted in th courts.

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GEORGIA'S ARMY. AND NAVY. 
THE NAVAL RESERVES TO BE IN- 
‘SPECTED SOON. 


Advisory Board To Meet—The Neal

On the Retired List. 

The full text of the order placing Colonel 
George W. Mercer on the retired list with 
the rank of colonel will be interesting to 
military men throughout the state, both 
because it is one of the few such orders 
that have been issued and because of 
the great popularity of Colonel Mercer. 


It is as follaws: 

“Special orders, No. 7.—Upon his <i 
application, and under the provisions 0 
the act of October 21, 1891, Cclonel George 
A. Mercer, First regiment of infantry Geor- 
gia volunteers,is hereby honorably  re- 
tired from active service, and his hame 
will be placed on the roll of retired officers 
with the rank of colonel. 

“Cojionel Mercer entered the service of 
the state in 1859 as a member of the 
Republican Blues, at Savannah, and in 
February, 18€1, was elected lieutenant of 
this company. In November, 1861, he was 
appointed captain and assistant adjutant 
general in the confederate army and was 
assigned to duty with the brigade of Gen- 
eral Hugh W. Mercer, then serving along 
the Georgia and South Carolina coast. He 
afterwards served in the western army 4s 
adjutant general of Mercer’s brigade, 
Walker's division, until the death of Gen- 
eral Walker at tthe battle of Atlanta, when 
his brigade was assigned to Cleburne’s 
division.. Subsequently he served in suc- 
cession with the commands of General 
Howell Cobb, General A. R. Wright and 
General Mackall until the clese of the 
war. Upon the reorganization of the Geor- 
gia volunteers in 1872, he was elected cap- 
tain of his old company—the Republican 
Blues—-and served with it umtil selected 
as colonel of the First regiment of infantry 
in 1886, which position he has held to the 
present time. Colonel Mercer is the senior 
military officer in Georgia, and in retiring 
he can review with just pride a long and 
distinguished career in the service of his 
State, not the least important. part of 
which was his interest and influence in 
promoting and maintaining an elevated 
military sentiment in the Georgia volun- 
teers.

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First Session of the Exposition 
Since the Close of the Fair. 


SENOR GONZALEZ INDORSED 


Resolutions of Regret Passed by the 
Board—Dr. Niederlein’s Peti- 
tion Ignored. 


For the first time since the close of the 
exposition, the board of directors held a 
regular session yesterday afternoon. 

The session was called for 4 o’clock in 
The Constitution building, but at that 
time only a few members assembled. It 
was some time before a quorum couid be 
collected. Before the meeting adjourned, 
however, nearly all the members had re- 
ported. | 

The board gave permission to President 
Collier to sign all checks and transact all 
business for the company, passed upon the 
decis'ons of the juries of award, declined 
to take any action upon a protest from 
Dr. Gustave Niederlein, and passed a 
resolution commending Senor Gregorio 
Gonzalez and expressing regret that local 
creditors had seen fit to take action against 
him. 

The directors discussed in a casual way 
the affairs of the exposition. They were 
all glad that it was finished, and ha‘ied 
the return of President Collier to private 
life once more. ) 

“I have here,”” said President Coilicr, 
when the meeting was called, “a communi- 
cation from the government board, saylilx 
that it will recognize no checks signed up 
by the officers of the exposition unless 
they are authorized by resolution from the 
board of directcrs. Here is the resolution.”’ 

This was passed without dissent. 

“This was the object of the call meet- 
ing,’’ explained the president, “‘hbut there 
are several other matters which we can 
dispose of. I have here a long communi- 
cation from Dr. Niederlein, the commis- 
sioner from the Argentine Republic, who 
protests against the approval of the de- 
cision of Dr. Gilman in regard to his 
awards.”’ 

It was explained by Mr. Collier that the 
commissioner was offended because he did 
not receive all the awards he thought he 
was entitled to. He had written out his 
demand, and wished the directo.’s to change 
the decision of President Gilman. The 
communication from Dr. Niederlein was 
voluminous. 

The directors discussed the action of the 
juries for some time, but failed to sustain 
the kick of the commissioner. Secretary 
Lewis said that there was the decision 
of the international jury to be approved. 
In addition to these, there were other de- 
cisions which had not been approved. The 
action of the directors approved seventeen 
papers which had not come before them 


before. 
Gonzalez Commended. 

Before the board adjourned Mr. Alex 
Smith said that he had a matter which 
he desired to call to-their attention. The 
character of Senor Gonzalez had been re- 
flected upon by the action of several over- 
anxious and impatient creditors. 

Mr. Smith said that he knew the Mexican 
commisstoner. He had dealings with him, 
and he could state that he was an honor- 
able and upright man. It was unfair in 
any One to take advantage of his abSence 
in Chicago and attach his exhibit. lle 
offered the following resolution, which was 
strongly seconded by Captain English: 

‘“‘Resolved, That we have confidence in 
the integrity of Senor Gregorio E. Gonzalez, 
commissioner from Mexico, and have 
heard with regret that local creditors have 
considered it necessary to attach the ex- 
hibit in his care for alleged indebtedness 
incurred in connection with the same.”

What the Building Inspector Says of 
the Month and the Promise It 
Holds Out. 


spector for no was Sens out wet 


day. It shows that during the past month 
there have been erected in the city of At- 
lanta thirty-eight small frame buildings 
and three brick buildings at a cost of $48,621. 

The gain over January of last year is 
not Known, as no record of the buildings 
was kept before July, 1895. January is 
usually a very dull month for building and 
it is thought that there was more money 
expended on buildings January, 1896, than 
in any preceding January. 

The largest amount of building was done 
in the sixth ward. The next largest 
amount in the seventh. These are the two 
newest wards of the city and they are 
rapidly being filled up with nice residences. 

The permit for the Inman-Smith build- 
ing will be granted today. Had it been 
granted yesterday their would have been 
more money expended for building in Jan- 
uary than ever before in any one month. 

Th& office of building inspector was 
started in July, 1895. Before that time 
any person could build any kind of a build- 
ing wherever and whenever he wished, by 
permission of council. The city had build- 
ing laws, but they were not enforced and 
a frame building could he erected in the 
fire limits without anything being said 
about it. Now a person intending to build 
must submit his plans to the building in- 
spector for inspection and unless they 
comply with the laws the permit is not 
granted, and unless the permit is granted 
the building cannot go up. 

“Such an officer as this was needed 
long ago,’’ said Inspector F. A. Pitman 
yesterday. “‘The city had building laws, but 
there was no one to enforce them, conse- 
quently they did no material good. Before 
this office was established a person could 
build just such a house as ne pleased and 
the first-class contractors didn’t have any 
chance, since most of the work was given 
to the contractors who do cheap work of 
a poor class. The contractors now have an 
equal chance, because they all have toe do 
first-class work in order to obtain a per- 
mit. 

“Heretofore half of the sidewalk was 


‘taken up by iron grating and railing, now 


only a small space is allowed and the grat- 
ing must have giass on it. No railings at 
all are allowed to be put up. 

“The outlook for this year is, I think, 
brighter than it ever was before. l- was 
a contractor for twelve years before ac- 
cepting the office of —s inspector and 
I don’t remember that ever saw a 
brighter prospect. 

“The greater number of the new dwell- 
ing houses are being erected in the sub- 
urbs. The sixth wara is building up faster 
than any other part of the city and it is 
followed closely by West End, where there 
- always a house in the course of erec- 

on. 

“There is a large number of fine office 
and business buildings in contemplation 
and I think that there will be more money 
expended for building purposes this year 
than ever before in the history of Atlanta.
